Mr. Colt, in offering

dwelt at somo length upon tho loss entailed 
upon tbe House by tho absence of its oldest 
red molt experienced mombar, particularly 
,n tho first wool: of the session. The busi- 
ness thus fnr, ho said, had dragged.

aivo felt as though wo had nothing to do ; 
whereas Mr. Sheffield always had some busi- 
ness ready to occupy tho opening hours of 
tho session, and further than this tho House 
will miss his wise and constant oversight in 
in matters of legislation.

doubt is expressed as to the efficacy of tho 
land to purify and absorb tho sewage in tho 
winter months when tho ground is ordina- 
rily frozen. 
If tho irrigation fields should 


freezo and remain so it would of course pre- 
vent much absorption of the sewage but 
whore sewage has boon applied to laud, nnd 
in much colder olimato than that of New- 
port, there has been little or no trouble 
from frost. 
If the ground be frozen on the 


surface tho application of tho sewage has 
bean found to soon percolate through it. 


Mr. C. P. Folsom, M. D., in his valuable 


report on the "Disposal of Sewage" to the 
Massachusetts State Board of Health, 1S7G, 
speaking of the application of sewage to 
land at the State losauo Asylum, Aagusta, 
Maine, says: Most important of all; the 
fact is established that sewage, at least on a 
small scale, can be purified by the soil, in 
our climate, even in winter. 
"When tho 


mercury stood at nearly 0° FahrenhsU and 
the ground frozen hard, the sewage was 
found to disappear very soon after it was 
put upon the land. 
In spring the early 


rains wash any refuse there may happen to 
be deep into the soil and no offensive odors 
are noticed." 


Mr. Folsom further remarks in reference 


to the sewage farm at Dantzio, Germany, 
"The trial at Dantzic is of especial interest 
to us inasmuch as it was undertaken for 
economical reasons, to save the sewage and 
to reclaim some almost worthless land. 
Moreover the climate is quite liko that of 
Massachusetts with the same intense heat 
in tho summer and almost as great severity 
of cold in winter." In tho winter of 1S7-1-75 
the mercury sjood at —17° Fahrenheit. It 
reaches—(J° or —S° every winter. 
Tho 


ground is usually frozen to a depth of three 
or four feet, for about three months ; the 
snow is often several feet deep. 


The sewage in tho mjiiu conduit is kept 


at a depth of a foot aud a half and is con- 
stantly flowing. It maintains a tempera- 
ture in winter of C0° to GO ° Fahrenheit, 
much higher than the summer temperature 
on account of tho free use of hot water at 
that time in the city.
